London. Oct. 0. In a speech delivered at
Sheffield to-d- the l)uko of Devonshire,
Lord President of tho Council, said thnt
the most hopeful sign of tho South
African situation was that the Transvaal
dldnotaeera to be Inclined to precipitate an
act ot nggrosslon The longer hostilities
wore delayod the less probable would oven a
temporary Boer success becomo.

After the mooting of the Privy Council on
Saturday tho country might bo assured
thnt no Irrevocable stop would be taken
until tho South African Republlo
had a lull opportunity ot considering
the demands Great Britain thought It ncces-ar- r

to make. There was no reason to appre-

hend that matters were more critical now than
during the pnst week. Ho hoped tho Interval
now sffordod for rollcctlon would conduce to a
pnclflo settlement of the trouble.

He emphatically denied the stories,
which have been rovlvod, that the
members of the Cabinet hold diver-
gent views on the Transvaal Question.

A despatch from Johannesburg to tho Lon-

don ofilco of the Standard and Viaoera' Xewt
earn that sixty-si- x mining companies have
suspended operations, and that seventeen are
working.

I.ONPOK, Oct. 10. There has boen a sudden
and remarkable diminution In the lum-
ber ot telegrams from fiouth Africa,
especially from the Transvaal and
Natal, whenco only three despatches
have been received In twenty-fou- r hours. The
morning papers consequently print only about
a column ot South African rumors Instead ot
nearly a page as usual

The Times' l'letermarltzburg correspondent
says that ths Imperial authorities aro being
pressed to form an Infantry corps. A thou-
sand men from the Hand and rofugeeB In im-

mense number are available for this purpose.
They are anxious to fight. Many ot them are

now dependent on charity. Tho cor-
respondent adds that rumors ot a forward
movement by the Boers are again circulating,
but they seem Increasingly improbable.

American Consul at l'retorla Expected te
Look After Ilrltlsh Interests.

Washinoton, Oct. 0 Reginald Tower, tho
Charged' Affaires of Great Britain In Wash-
ington, had an Interview with Dr. Hill, the
Acting-Secretar- y of Mate,

It Is said that the purpose of his visit was to
ask the State Department to designate Chas. .

Macrum of Ohio. United States Consul at Pre-
toria, as tho representative ot British Interests
In tho Transvaal In tho event ot war between
that country and England.

This is a customary proceeding and entirely
natural in the present instanoo, as the
diplomatlo and consular officers ot Great
Britain In Spain and her posses-
sions looked out for the Interests of
Americans In Spanish territory during the
war between Spain and the United States. If
Mr. Tower made the request and hostilities
should begin, Mr. Macrum, ot course, will be
designated, In fact it has been understood by
this Oovernment ever since the Transvaal
question assumod an aoute stage that suoh an
arrangement would be requested by Great
Britain.

The other oonsular officers of the United
States In the South African Bepublla are Emll
A. Van Amorlngen. at Pretoria
and J. C. Manlon, Oonsular Agent at Johannes-
burg.

Mr. Tan Amerlngen Is a Hollander and Mr,
Manlon Is from New York. Alfred Elliott, an
Englishman, Is the Consular Agent ot the
United States at Bloemfonteln, Orange Free
Btate. and Is under the jurisdiction of the con-
sul at Pretoria. He Is the only consular repre-
sentative of this country In tho Free Btate.

The officials ot tho State Department have
under consideration the question of the pro-
priety of receiving a diplomatlo represents,
tlve of the South African Republic.

The conference of the organ-
izations nt tho City Club last night gave out a
county ticket at 11:,10 o'clock, atter three
hours and a half ot arguing. Accompanying
these nominations wore scvsral resolutions
that plainly stated ths stand takon by
the delegates to the confarenco. The
organizations represented were tho
Republican County Convention, the
City Club, tho Chamber of Commerce, the
Central City Commltteo of the Citizens' Union
and the Bar Association. The ticket and the
resolutions are as follows: ii

"Jimolred. That It Is the sense of this confer-
ence that the representatives here present
shnll reoommend to their respective organiza-
tions the nomination ot the following county
ticket, and that they shall also reoommend the
adoption of tho accompanying resolutions:

fluence.
"Iteiolctd. That allot the legislative candi-

dates to be nominated or supported by any of
the organizations represented In this con-
ference be pledged, if elected, to favor legisla-
tion designed to provent the payment of pollt-
loal assessments or contributions by candidates
for judicial office."

In tho draft of the above resolutions that
were handed to the press the following words
had been written and then crossed out: "And
that of the following named candidates for
Municipal Court judges for the several
districts In which elections are to be
held." These words came Immediately
after the words "county tloket" in ths
first resolution. It was explained that
the delegates had not been able to agree as yet
on all of the candidates for the several dis-
tricts, and that consequently that sontenee had
been eliminated. It was stated that the con-
ference was taking up the subject and that it
would continue In session until all ot the can-
didates had been chosen, even If It took until
5 o'clock In the morning.

But the conference finally adjourned at 12:45
o'closk this morning until i o'clock Thursday
afternoon, when It Is expected that the ticket
will be eomploted.

Assemblyman Adler It was deolared was
turned down by President Qulgg of
the New York County Commltteo because Mr.
Adler refused to vote for the Amsterdam Rail-
road bill in which Mr. Qulgg was Interested.
President Qulgg. It had been stated, vIslteM.
Albany a number ot times last winter In the
effort to Induce Assemblyman Adler to vote
for the Amsterdam Railroad bill. Mr. Adler
and Mr. Edward Lauterbach wero porsonal
frlsnds. Mr. Lauterbach and Mr. Quigg are
only apparently personal friends. The Hon.
Timothy D. Sullivan, sometimes known as
"Dry-Dollar- ," Tammany Senator for the
Eloventh district, said the other day that if
Charley Adler was nominated tor Assembly-
man In the Eighth, he, the Hon. Timothy
would get out and "kill him politically."

Senator Piatt and other Republicans said last
eight that Mr. Adler did not dsslre a renom-lnatlo- n.

He Is the only Hebrew Republican
who has been able to carry ths Eighth Assem-
bly District.

It was reported to the convention that both
the Citizens' Union andthelndepesdentLabor
party objected to these nominations, and tho
convention adjourned to give the committees
of tho Citizens' Union and the Labor men an
opportunity to talk with James F.I'cgnan, the
Republican leader. The United Labor party
wants John N. Bogert nominated lor the As-
sembly and George W. Mullen for Alderman.
The Citizen's Union wants John M. Hauser
nominated for the Assembly.

Having taken counsel with the Hon. Edward
Lauterbach nnd Senator Thomas 0. Piatt, As-
semblyman Frank Dulkley made up his mind
yesterday not to let his name go before the
Twenty-nint- h District Assembly convention
and not to run as an Independent candidate
against the regular Republican nominee.
At last night's convention Gen. Anson G.
McCook nominated Homer
for the Assembly. The nomination was seo
onded by Ur. Lauterbach. In his speech Mr.
Lauterbach referred to tho nomtnee'a work as
secretary of tho Charities Aid Association and
then said:

"I never thought that It would fall to me to
stand sponsor In a Republican convention fora
man who had not been tried In the fire, of
arduous Republicanism, and when I last at-
tended a coaventlon In this hall I had tho
pleasure ot sneaking for a man who had at
least that qualification.

.V ATTACK NEAR MANILA.

Rebels Mot and Driven Hack In I.n Lsms
Neighborhood,

Frttial Cahlt Uttpatch to Tns 6u.
Manila, Oct, 0. The Insurgents attacked

the American line on the outskirts of Manila,
betwoen blockhouse No. & nnd La I.onin, this
afternoon. Tho American forces, consisting
of the Twenty-filt- h Infantry (colored) and Bat-
tery E of the Fourth Artillery repulsed the
attack. Three Americans wero wounded.

A disturbance occurred In the Tondo district
of tho elty upon the reoolpt of the news of tho
attack by the rebels near La Lomn. The Fili-
pinos were restless, indicating that they wero
aware that the nttack was to be made, and n
elose watch was kept upon them. Their tur-
bulence was quickly suppressed. The rollce
and piovost gusrds are under arms nnd strong
patrols are moving about the disaffected part
of tho town. At tho time this despatch is sout,
10:.10 P. M everything Is quiet

The Thirteenth Regiment, part of Oen,
Schwan's column, which Is operating in the
eountry south nnd southwest of Bacoor, Is now
camping at Santa Cruz, nonr the shore of tho
bay. Gen. Schwan's headquarters are In a con-
vent near Ban Franelsce de Malabon.

There Is frequent skirmishing betweon the
Filipinos and the American outposts. The
number ef the enemy Is estimated at 2,000. An
advance will be made In the morning on Ban
Franelsco do Malabon The Amerloan baggage
train has reached Rosarlo, whleh was occupied
by Gen, Schwan's troops this morning.

A Spanish prisoner who escaped to the
American lines says that the rebels havo some
artillery. They are short nt ammunition, how-
ever, and it was this fact that caused them to
evacuate Cavlte Yiejo and Novalets. yesterday
when Gon. Schwan's command approached
those towns.

The brigade of marines who took part In
yesterday's land operations was composed of
the men who distinguished themselves nt
Calmanrra, near Guantanamo, whero they
fought tho first American battlo on Cuban soil
and gallantly held their position for many days
against a superior force ot Spnulards

They did the principal fighting of the day
They marched along the eausoway on tho
Cavltd peninsula, and when they reached a
place near LCarldad,tho key of the peninsula,
tho gunboats Wheeling. Petrel nnd Csllao
opened Are on the Insurgonts. Under this pro-

tection tho msrlnes advanced a mllo to Celh.
Here they turned Into a nanow road lined

with thickets They v. ere ambushed by n
force of rebels concealed In the donsn brush,
but they did not waver for a single moment.
They responded to the lire ot tlie enemy and
nfler a short fight clinsc 1 tho Filipinos to ,i
largo ford In tho rlvora mile from Novalota

At this plico they encountered n henty re-

doubt. Coinpinlcs II ('. and D obliqued to the
right and, moving through the rico lleli'.j. ad-

vanced by malms The second bnttnlion
1 lo tho left nnd attempted a flank move-

ment, which failed on account ot tho loentlon
of the redoubt, the only approach to which on
thit side was by a slnglo bridge, which
spanned nn unfordable rlvor having steep
banks.

The lighting nt tho lodoubt was flnren nnd
oloso Ths marines wero expose I to the II ru of
theenemv, an I attor tho engagement It was
loirned that they had lost three killed and
thirteen wounded A surgeon who was attend-
ing a wounded man on the llelJ was hit by a
rebel bullet.
